NORTH PLATTE HAS
IT5 BIGGEST DA

18,000 People Witness Wild
West Performance.

The Big Crowd Handled Well and Day
Free from Serious Accidents

With Buffalo Bill's Wild West and
Pawnee Bill's Far Enast us the drawing
card, North Platte had more visitors
last Saturday than ever before entered
her gates, The actual number is not
known, but guesses ranged all the way
from ten to fifteen thousand and cer
tainly the former figure was none too
high. At the afternoon performance
of the show Colonel Cody stated that
the seating capacity was 16,000, snd
accopting this as correct, the total at-
tendance in the afternoon was 18,000,
for every seat was taken and fully 2,000
of an overflow crowded between the
soats and the roped arena.

These visitors eame by train, by
wagon and by automobiles—of the
latter there were 800, Hundreds ar-
rived the evening before, two special
trains were bhrought down the branch,
and the regular forenoon trains were
packed to the guards.

At the one little station of Maxwell
400 tickets were sold, and nearly as
many from Brady, while Gothenburg
and Cozmad contributed large crowds.
From towns westithe [representation
was fully as large, one of the western
traing bringing in 900 people, There
were people who drove from Hayes
eounty, ' from Dawson county, Logan
county and McPherson county; some
traveling seventy miles by train in
order to pay homage to North Platte's
distinguished ci t izens and his show that
has amused and Instructed;the people
of practically every civilized nation on
the globe. It was a truly wonderful
gathering of people; a gathering that
made the principal streets of the town
n jostling, seething mass of humanity.

{n anticipation of a big erowd the
Chamberof Commeree throughits public
comfort committee, had made a can-
vass of the town and secured a list of
available rooms for rent, and by this
method a considerable portion of those
who were here Friday and Saturday
nights were taken care of, although
there were guite a few who walked
the streets or sought such shelter as
was possible. The visitors were better
fed than housed, for the facilities of
the hotels and restaurants were augu-
mented by twenty stands along the
streets where lunches, lce-cream and
soft drinks were gold. Many of those
driving in from the country brought
lunches. The eourt house was thrown
open as a rest room for women and
children and hundreds took advantage
of this before and after the afternoon
performance,

The show was located an  Colonel
Cody’s land one mile west from Dewey
atreet and hundreds were transported
there by enterprising auto owners who
used their cars for that purpose. The
flow towards the grounds begun before
noon and by 1:830 the previously con-
gested streets were practically deserted.

Before the formal introduction of the
rough riders, every seat in the vast
amphitheatre had been tuken, and the
late arrivals were compelled to sit on
the grass, Tostand and look over that
vast sea of expectants fnces was really
a sight worth secing.
